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~ VACATIONS BY TROLLEY 


Interesting’ Places to be Reached by 
Electric Cars. 


For the benefit of those..pevple who 
are unable to get away into the country 
or to the seashore during the summer 
months we shall publish the next few 
weeks a series of interesting articles 
descfibing beautiful places which may 
be reached on the electric cars. Trolley 
rides are particularly beneficial and a 
person may ride for miles and miles on 
the electrics for very little money and 
almost everybody has the time to spare 
to make several of these trolley excur- 
sions. Every trip will be thoroughly 
deseribed and one may, by following the 
series, know just where the places of 
interest along the different lines are. 

On these trips it would be well for the 
traveller to start as early in the day as 
possible so that the entire day may be 
devoted to the pleasures of the ride and 
so that there will be ample time to visit 
all the places of interest. 

Some of the trips will be made through 
wooded land, some to the seashore, and 
some to places of historical interest but 
whatever the destination there will al- 
ways be something of interest described. 


Our first trip will be from Andover to 
Lawrence and Glen Forest, and the trip 
from Lawrence to Lowell, Lakeview and 
Nashua will be described. Taking a car 
in Andover we run through a portion of 

,South Lawrence and then enter the city 
of Lawrence, one of the greatest cotton 
manufacturing cities in the world, where 
thousands of people find employment in 
its many mills, one mill alone employing 
some 3600 operatives. One of the great- 
est‘sights for the traveller in visiting 
Lawrence to see is the great canal run- 
ning through the city, the Merrimac 


River furnishing water power to thé’) 


mills by means of a dam a thousand feet 
long and with a fall of twenty-eight feet. 

At Lawrence we change to a car for 
Glen Forest. We ride through a very 
pretty country until we reach Glen 
Forest, a noted summer pleasure park. 
Here there are swings and merry-go- 
rounds for the children and a splendid 
entertaigment is furnished in the grove 
by the mjlway company. Glen Forest is 
noted particularly for its superb pyro- 
technic displays which attract, people 
from miles and miles around. 

From Glen Forest the car runs through 
private property for a cansiderable dis- 
tance giving the traveller a splendid 
view of the beautiful landscape as the 


car ruske3son. In going from. Lawrence 
to Lowell we pass within sight of the 


many head of fine cattle, and a short 


glimpse of Tewksbury with its alms- 
houses. We next pass through Belvidere 
and a short distance further enter Mer- 
rimac Square where we alight. 

Lowell is one Or thé 
turing cities in the United ‘States and 
contains much of interest. There is St. 
Anne’s church built in 1825, the Textile 
school, Court House, Normal school, the 
Memorial building which contains the 
public library and free art exhibition, 
and many other buildings of an interest- 
ing nature, 

At Merrimac square, Lowell, we take 
a car for Lakeview and Nashua. ‘The 
car-runs through a section of Lowell 
where reside many of the mill operatives 
and then strikes into the heart of the 
country, running through pretty valleys 
and wooded lands giving the traveller 
frequent glimpses of the beautiful Mer- 
rimac River. The car soon arrives at 
Lakeview Park, one of the most pic- 


turesque pleasure grounds in the state, 


Here are found stately-pines and trees 
of all descriptions giving at all times a 
charmingly shaded grove. Lakeview is 
a popular place for picnic parties to 
visit and on every pleasant day in the 
summer months crowds of people may 
be found enjoying themselves beneath 
the shade of its many trees. ‘There are

TEN MILES AWHEEL 


Some Things That May Be Seen on an 
Andover Bicycle Trip. 


No. 4. 


Over Turnpike and Cart-path to 
an Abandoned Quarry.. 


What can give one more pleasure than 
an early morning’s ride over some of 
Andover’s delightful country roads, cov- 
ering the town as they do like the stitches 
on grandma’s patchwork quilt: getting 
lost at this turn, recognizing a landmark 
at that, continually discovering something 
new to be examined and:admired? The 
‘rownsman reporter is. beginning to 
think that there can be few towns with 
a greater number of interesting and odd 
places in them than Andover, and with a 
triend, an excursion by bike was made 
to one of these peculiar places last Sat- 
urday morning. Who of our readers has 
lieard of the Londonderry turnpike or of 
Flint, Jenkins & Company’s steatite 
quarry? A good many, probably, but 
they will be new to a number of others. 

Early Saturday morning we started 
from the Square up Main street,— a part 
of the old Londonderry turnpike, — pass- 
ing the residences of numerous notable 
people of the town, glancing down Pun- 
chard Avenue on the left where at the 
end of the street the Punchard Free 
School may be seen through the trees, 
past the old Locke tavern on the right 
just above the street of the same name, 
now the residence of Albert 8S. Manning. 
And right here the writer wishes to cor- 
rect a mis-statement in the first article 
The statement was made 
that the writer passed the old 
‘Tavern on Elm street opposite Whittie 
where Washington once spent the night. 
This was the Abbot Tavern, now the 
residence of Samuel B, Locke, and Wash- 
ington stopped there for breakfast. It 
is said that while he was there (quoting 
Miss Bailey’s Historical Sketches of 
Andover), “he asked the little daughter 
of Deacon Abbot to mend his riding-glove 
for him; and when she had done it, took 
her upon his knee and gave her a kiss, 
which so elated Miss Priscilla that she 
would not allow her face. to be washed 
again for a week.” 

Proceeding up Main street to Zion’s 
Ilill, Phillips Academy appears on our 
right, the present building having been 
built in 1864. This Academy, probably 
the foremost and best known school of 
its kind in America, if not in the world, 
owes its foundation to the plans and sug- 
gestions of Samuel Phillips, Jr., a judge 
and one time lieutenant-governor of 
Massachusetts who resided first in the 
North Parish and later in an. elegant 
mansion on the hill near the site of the 
brick house now occupied by Jesse H. 
Clark and used as a students’ boarding 
house. ‘he constitution and deeds of 
Phillips Academy were signed on April 
21, 1778; the first building was near the 
corner of Main and Phillips streets; in 
1785 a second academy building was con- 
structed west of Brechin hall but was 
destroyed by fire in January, 1818; the 

third academy was built in 1818 south of 
the Seminary buildings, the present gym- 
nasium; finally came the present main 
building and. recently they Science 
building = , . 

Just above the academy on the same 
side dwells the venerable Prof. Edwards 
A. Park, a widely known professor of the 
Andover Theological Seminary on the 
opposite side of the street. The sem- 
inary was added to the academy as a 
divinity college in 1808 and ‘has attained 
a prominence in this branch second to 
few. On the corner of the lot..near 
Salem street is the beautiful Brechin 
hall building, a library for the seminary. 

Before riding any farther along Main 

street, let-us digress a little and, turning 
our Wheels to the right just beyond Prof. 
Parks’, ride down the lane upon the ath- 
letie Held of Phillips Academy, “Truly 
magnificent,” we exclaim as we gaze 
over the undulating country depicted as 
insome priceless painting fromthe hand 
of amaster artist, as it. is, indeed, from 
the hand of an Artist “that doeth all 
things well.” Grand old hills! how many 
years they have stood there a witness 
of scenes not all as peaceful as the pres- 
ent! From right to left our looks are 
carried following the contour of the hills, 
beginning where the recently constructed 
dormitories of Phillips obstruct our 
view; resting on old Mt. Wachusett, a 
lofty sentinel head and shoulders above 
its attendant brethren in the middle 
distance, passing along until nearly at 
the extreme left we can see a tall chim- 
ney or water tower standing apparently 
alone. ‘Tier upon tier in seeming con- 
fusion yet with a certain amount of reg- 
ularity, the hills rise from the not dis- 
tant Sbhawshin to the dim blue out- 
lines on the sky line. Beautiful fleecy 
clouds, floating like snowy islands in a 
lake of the clearest, palest blue, continu- 
ally changing in form and location, pass 
like a dream before our vision... .... 
Everything is peaceful; a quietness dis- 
turbed only by the buzzing of an  insis- 
tant tly, the chirp of the cricket, little 
bird calls, or the rumble of a train, the 
locomotive’s shrill Whistle waking the 
echoes from the hills, perhaps accented 
by the slow distinct putt — puff — puff of 
anengine starting a heavy freight up 
grade. What would have been the pic- 
ture spread before the observer frdém this 
sightly spot 200 years ago? What a con- 
trast there must have been between the 
aspect and conditions of the country at 
that time and this! 
. Passing the residence of Prof. George 
Harris, but recently elected president 
of Amherst college, just one mile from 
our starting point, we dip down over the 
brow of the hill to the old Boston or 
Londonderry turnpike. 

After riding along the turnpike for 
some little distance, we come to the 
Scotland district schoolhouse on the left 
hand side of the road, builded upon a 
ledge. We dismounted here to look. for 
the scratches which geologists tell us 
were,caused by the ice sheet during the 
glacial period and whose general direc- 
tion is nearly north and south. — Re- 
muunting, the ride was continued until 
the old house on the right, a little more 
than three miles from the Square, how 
the residence a oa Hill, was reached. 
This is said to e been the old toll 
house on the Londonderry turnpike, as 
it was called, since it was over this road 
that the post-rider carried.the mail and 
papers. In 1780, Samuel Bean, post-rider 
at that time, used to go through Andover 
on his way to Londonderry.carrying the 
“Independent Chronicle” from Boston, 

A short distance beyond this house wé 
turned our wheels. to the left,, crossed 
the road leading to the farm house of 
Milo H, Gould, and started along a road 
now abandoned to travel across country 
to the soapstone, or properly speaking 
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steatite quarry, near the old W. 8. Jen- 
kins place. The road was not all that 
could be desired in the way. of easy 
wheeling and one must keep his mind 
centred upon the business in hand or a 
header will be taken sideways, for the 
ruts are large and it needs careful manip- 
ulation to remain in them and on the 
bicycle at the same time. But the road 
passes between woody sti'etches, past fer- 
tile pasture lands and soon reaches an 
abandoned farm. ‘The old house stands 
with gaping Windows, weather-beaten 
sides and hang-dog look, as if ashamed at 
being thus left to display its uselessness. 
Close at one side is the barn, now dilap- 
idated, but once a well built structure, 
full of hay and grain at the harvest time, 
with restless cattle standing in their 
places munching the provender before 
them. Pretty pasture lands, a nice or- 
chard, raspberry and blackberry bushes 
give evidence that even now the place is 
not without some good featares. In 
front of the house are several tall, well 
shaped and beautiful elms’. casting a 
refreshing shade upon the dwelling. 
Continuing our ride we pass over a 
short open stretch of pasture land,and dip- 
ping down into a hollow, are once more 
encompassed by woods, while eager 
bushes stretch out their branches in the 
endeavor to umseat the rider. A little 
way beyond and the remains of Henry 
Gray’s old saw mill came into view, mak- 
ing a delightfully picturesque spot in 
this almost ‘wilderness..' Now nearly 
fallen to pieces, the floor spread apart, 
the wheel stilled, the water course nearly 
dry, and the mill pond left with naught 
but rushes to mark its extent, what was 
once a pot with the chug— chug — 
chug of the-up and down saw,, floating 
logs and piles ‘of boards, sleeps there day 
after day undisturbed except by nature’s 
sounds or voice of occasional visitors. 

A pretty path through the pine woods 
o the right of the mill as one‘approaches 
leads out near the farm house of Milo H. 
Gould and is well worth exploring. 
Again let us mount and proceed on the 
way. Soon the road takes us in view of 
a single boulder on the left standing in 
the midst of low growing bushes. This 
we will inspect later. A short distance 
farther along we came to the farmhouse 
now owned by Mrs. J. P. Butterfield, in 
front of which is the cranberry meadow. 
Mr. Woodbridge, who is in charge of the 
place, kindly consented to guide us to 
the old quarry and well it was that he 
did so as the place is now so overgrown 
With shrubs and bushes that it is well 
nigh impossible to reach it, and we 
should have had considerable difficulty 
in finding it. We passed over Skug river, 
one of name rather than of presence, but 
such as it is makesa good abiding place 
for large water snakes at one of which 
the writer obtained a shot. With the 
big St. Bernard dog, “Captain,” belong- 
ing to Mr. Woodbridge, as a body guard, 
we finally managed by dint of much 
scrambling over boulders, through bushes 
where the blackberry thorns delighted 
to tear at ws and hold us back, to reach 
the site of the quarry and to find one 
large slab of the steatite which was 
partly shaped and polished. This quarry 
was owned by Flint, Jenkins & Company 
who prepared the rock, a sort of impure 
soapstone very easily worked before it is 
acted upon by the air to any extent, and 
sent it to the various markets where it 
was used in buildings and for monu- 
ments. The quarry was found unprofit- 
able and was abandoned about 
years ago. There‘are several monuments 
made from the steatite quarried here, in 
Mt. Auburn cenfetery. According to the 
number of boulders scattered about for 
some distance, it is thought that the 
ledge of steatite is much more extensive 


than known, and these rocks mark the | 


course of the ice sheet. 
We examined the quarry at our leisure 


then took leave of our obliging guide ' 


and started on our: homeward ride. 
Shortly after, we came to the huge 
boulder before mentioned and found that 
the rock was ofa different nature than 
those of the vicinity and also fronr that 
on whieh it rests, It is almost a bal- 
anced reck and was evidently deposited 
in this position during the glacial period 
by the ice after having been carried per- 
haps for a hundred miles or more. We 
secured a picture of this natural curiosity 
and again started home, turning up 
Salem street, a part of the old Salem 
turnpike which ran through Andover, 
past the Holt district school and many 
other interesting places which lack of 


space will prevent us fron! enumerating ; 
rode through the Seminary yard; by the 
Mansion house of today; down Bartlet 


street with Rabbitt’s pond and the And- 
over Golf club’s links at our right; by 
Puncharad Free school and turning down 
Park, arrived in the Square from our ten 
miles on the bicycle at 11 o'clock. For 
anyone Who does not mind some hard 
riding and scrambling, and is not afraid 
of afew bad hills, which can be walked 
if not ridden, and will not mind passing 
the time of day with an occasional wrig- 
gling snake;this ride will present: many 
features of considerable interest.

SWEETBREAD SALAD.—Thoroughly wash the 
sweetbreads and cover with boiling water, sim- 
mer for 20 minutes, then throw them immediatel; 
into cold water to’ blanch them,——When coo! 
enough to handle, remove all the skin and fibers 
and cut into smal! -pieces with a silver knife. 
Mix the sweetbreads wth a thick ‘mayonnaise 
dressing, add a little finely chopped celery and 
serve on lettuce leaves, with a slice of tomato on 
each leaf. 

WHAT TO SAVE AND HOW TO USE IT.—Save 
all broken pieces of bread and crusts of bread not 
fit for toast; put them in a pan and dry (not 
brown) in a cool, oven. When thoroughly dry, 
roll them on an old bread board and sift them 
through a rather coarse sieve. The crumbs that 
easily pass through put in a box or jar, the ones 
remaining in sieve turn out, roll again and sift 
as before.

JELIQED VEAL.—Take one pound of lean veal 
and one pound of bam, one small onion or a tiny 
bit of warlic, one carrot, a blade of mace and a 
amall bunch of herbs, the juice of one lemon, salt 
and paprica. (ut the veal into small dice and 
chop the vegetables and ham very fine, add @ 
pint of veal stock and simmer gently until all is 
tender, then pour tnto-mold-end-set_to_cool: 

FRAPPE GLASSES.—Choose several fruits, a 
pinata an orange, malaga grapes, strawberries, 
a peach, if it can be procured. These are care- 
fully peeled, removing skin and seeds, They are 
then cut into very small pieces, dice or shreds, 
and mixed all together. Sweetened water is pour- 
ed over the whole and the mass frozen to frap 
consistency. As the ice is fitted into each indi- 
vidual glass a spoonful of ;whipped cream is dash- 
ed over it, after which it must be served very 
promptly.

ful of melted butter, a quarter of a pint Syopped 
olives (California olives im bulk), salt, pepper 
and a little cayenne, Stuff the tomatoes/ cover 
with the piece removed, put in one pan, cover 
with another and cook half an hour in a moder- 
ately hot oven. Uncover and brown, Tomatoes 
stuffed with the sardines and chopped olives, 
mixed with thick miayonnaise, make a good salad. 
Add chopped celery or cress.

COMPOTE OF CHERRIES.—Boil half pound of 
r with three-quarters of a cupful, of water un- 
til a thick Lars 9 Drop into the sirup 1% pints 
of stoned cherries and let comé to a boil, \\ Re- 
move from the fire, and after standing 15 min- 
utes return and let simmer gently, then boil up; 
with a skimmer place the frult ina compote dish. 
Pour into the simp three-quarters of a gill of 
currant juice or half the Juice from a can of 
ineapple, Boil this until thick, then pour over 
he cherries. Serve cold. . 

CONSOMME SOUP.—T'wo pounds of lean beef, 
two pounds of veal, one onion, one bay leaf, stalk 
of celery, sprig of parsley, small sized carrot, two 
quarts of water (cold water), two tablespoonfuls 
of butter, Cut all the meat in pieces an inch 
square, put the butter in the sou; kettle and let 
it brown; add the meat and-stir over the fire 
about five minutes or until a nice brown. Now 
cover the kettle and let simmer for 3° minutes; 
now aiid the water and let simmer for four hours; 
now add the vegetables and bay leaf and simmer 
an hour longer. Strain through a sieve and place 
{n @ cool room. When femove the fat, and 
it’s ready to use. 


FRUIT MELANGE. 

A combination of different fruits which 
I call as above has several names, but. 
no matter what it is: called,. should 
have a place in every household, as it is 
a@ most delfcious, as well as economical, 
preparation. It is easily made, requires 
no cooking, and will keep for years if 
Properly prepared. 

In some sections you should have be- 
gun earlier to make your melange, but 
it is not yet too late to secure desirable 
results, You may begin, if you desire, 
with strawberries at the first of the 
season, and each successive kind of 
fruit as it appears in the market, but 
be careful in every case to use only nice, 
choice fruit. For a receptacle I use a 
three-gallon stone jar, and if you have 
not an old one that is perfectly sweet, 
I suggest you get a new one. 

Assuming that you start the melange 
with strawberries, you should for that 
sized jar stem and clean two pounds of 
sound fruit, the fresher the better. Add 
to it an equal weight of best granulated 
sugar and place the mixture in the jar 
as a basis for your structure, 

To prevent fermentation, cover the 
fruit with a pint of pure aledhol,in which 
has been dissolved two drachms of sali- 
eylic acid. This amount of spirit will be 
sufficient for the éntire quantity of fruit 
used, < 

Cover your jar with a cloth, tying it 
up securely and set away in the cellaror 
some other cool place, stirring for three 
or four mornings thoroughly with a 
wooden spoon until the sugar is all dis- 
solved, being careful not to mash the 
fruit more than is absolutely necessary. 

The next fruit in its season should be 
added in the same way, always with 
its weight of sugar and the stirring 
for several mornings after the fruit is 
placed in the jar not forgotten, 

If cherries are used, they should first 
be pitted. Apricots and peaches should

be pared, stoned and quartered, while’} 


pears should be pared, quartered and 
cored, Grapes, with the possible excep- 
tion of Malagas, should be avoided, as 
they are too full of seeds to be desir- 
able. Raspberries give a delightful 
flavor, and three pints could be used in 
your jar without detriment. Most va- 
rieties of p!ums may also be put in to 
good advantage, but in all cases remove 
the stones, 

The addition of seeded oranges and of 
lemon peel, citron, ete., I have found of 
no value, and would not advise, if the 
jar can be filled with otner fresh fruits. 

If your fruit is especially sweet by rea- 
son of the combination, you can lessen 
the amount of sugar added with the last 
fruits used. but never put in less sugar 
than half the weight of the fruit. 

After the jar is filled, let it stand for 
several weeks, when, if you desire, you 
can remove it to smaller glass jars, 
sealing, but in no case heating, the me- 
lange. : 

If you take the mixture out of the 
larger jar you will probably have a 
surplus of juice, which, if/canned by 
itself, makes a most pleasing pudding 
sauce or a delicious addition to Jemon- 
ade, It is a fruit syrup par excellence. 

If you find the recipe too late for the 
present_season, put it carefully away 
for use next year, When once you try 
it, you will never be without Fruit Me- 
lange.

FOR YOUR SCRAP BOOK, 


Choice Recipes From Many Sources and 
of Acknowledged Worth, 
PEAR JELLY. 

Select juicy pears which are not too 
ripe, quarter, core and cut into small 
pieces Without paring. Put into a ket- 
tle with one pint of water to every four 
pounds of pears. Cook over a slow fire 
toa pulp, turn into a jelly-bag which has 
been wrung out in boiling water, and 
let drip without sqeezing. Measure the 
juice and allow the same quantity of 
sugar. Put the liquid over the fire, bring 
to the boiling point and boil 20 min- 
utes. In the meantime heat the sugar 
by spreading it out in pans and setting 
itin an open oven; when the pear juice 
has boiled 20 minutes, add the heated 
sugar, stir until dissolved, bring again to 
the boiling point, and boil until on drop- 
ping a spoonful into a cold saucer askin 
forms quickly over it; it usually takes 
from five to 10 minutes. Take from the 
fire and pour into jelly glasses. Let 
stand until cold, pour over tHe top of 
each glass a little melted paraffine, and 
when it hardens cover with paper pasted 
over all, 


DATE JELLY. 


Soak three-quarters of a pound of 
dates in three cupfuls of cold water for 
three hours. Drain off the water and 
strain through a cloth, add a cupfuland 
a half of sugar, cook a minute, add the 
dates, stoned and cut in_ two, to the 
syrup, and cook until tender. Soak half 
a box of gelatine in a little cold water 
for 20 minutes, then pour into the syrup 
and cooked dates. When all is dissolved 
pour into a mould wet with cold water, 
and set aside to harden. Serve with 
whipped cream or cream and sugar. This 
should be made the day before it is 
needed. 

PINE APPLE PIE, 

Grate a good-sized pine apple, an 
equal weight of sugar, half as much let- 
tuce, one cupful of cream, beat'the but- 
ter to a cream, add the sugar and yolks 
of five eggs, keep on beating until very 
light, then add the cream, the pine- 
apple and the whites of the eggs beat- 
en to a stiff froth. Bake with an under 
crust only. Serve cold. 


PORK STEAKS, BROILED. 

Trim, season and roll them in melted 
butter and bread-crumbs; broil them 
over a moderate fire until thoroughly 
done. Make a sauce of five tablespoon- 
fuls of vinegar-and half a teacupful of 
stock; let it boil, and thicken with a 
little flour. Strain, then add pepper and 
some pickles chopped,

Take pieces of uu..0u, veal, beef, or 
rabbit, cut into any size or shape de- 
sired, heat a tablespoonful of drippings 
or lard in a sauce pan, and when hot, 


fry ‘the meat until almost done, Take 


out the meat, and add a teaspoonful of | 


flour, brown it, add a little lukewarm 
water, mix it well, and then add a quart 
of boiling water; season with salt and. 
cayenne pepper, and the meat, three or 
four onions, six or seven potatoes, par- 
tlaly boiled before being put into the 
ragout; cover closely, and stew until 
the vegetables are done. Take out the 
meat and vegetables and skin off all 
the fat from the gravy, season more, if 
necessary, pour over the ragout and 
serve, 


FRENCH ROLLS. 

Mix and sift together one quart of 
flour, a teaspoonful of salt, two heap- 
ing teaspoonfuls of baking powder, add 
gradually but quickly a second pint of 
water, turn the dough out on a floured 
board, dredge with flour on top, roll out 
a quarter of an inch thick, and cut into 
rounds with a biscuit cutter; put a 
piece of butter the size of a walnut in the 
center of each, and fold in much the 
shape of an omelet; brush with a little 
egg over the top of each, and bake on 
a hot greased tin. in a quick oven. 


, BOILED SALMON. © ‘ 

A piece of six pounds should be 
rubbed with salt, tied carefully in a 
cloth and boiled slowly for three-quar- 
ters of an hour, It should be eaten with 
egg or caper sauce. If any remains 
after dinner, it may be placed in a deep 
dish, a little salt sprinkled over, and a 
teacup of boiling vinegar poured upon it. 
Cover it closely, and it will make a nice 
breakfast dish, 


HOW TO BOIL GREEN CORN, 
Take off the outside leaves and the 
silk, letting the innermost leaves remain 
on until after the corn is boiled, which 
renders the corn much sweeter, Boil for 
half an hour in plenty of water, drain, 
remove the remaining leaves and serve. 


SPICED CURRANTS, 

Three pounds white sugar, five pounds 
ripe ,currants, one tablespoonful each 
cinnamon, nutmeg, cloves and allspice. 
Boll currants one hour, then add sugar, 
spices, and one-half pint vinegar, and 
boil one-half hour longer.

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Stamped Out Smallpox. 


The radical measures adopted by 
Major Ezel Ames of Wakefield, brigaae 
surgeon of volunteers, in Porto Kico, 
was the means of completely stamping 
out smallpox in that new possession. 

Major Ames arrived in Porto Rico in 
August of last year, having mn view the 
bettering of the sanitary conditions. He 
worked with the apparatus furnished 
by the government ,and when it came 
to vaccination as a preventative for 
smallpox, the virus which the govern- 
ment furnished proved absolutely 
worthless, t 

The epidemic of s:nailpox broke out 
on the island about the middle of De- 
cember, and was at its height in Feb- 
ruary, when about 4000 cases were re- 
ported. Major Ames decided that vig- 
orus measures must be adopted to 
stamp out the disease, and he devised 
# measure whereby the virus for vac- 
cination should be made on the island. 
There Was some on to this plan, 
the claith being made that the climatic 
A haat were against a succesful re- 
sult. 

Major Ames-was confident of success, 
however, and he was ably seconded by 
General Guy V. Henry, commander- 
general of the island, and’Colonel John 
Van R. Hoff, chief surgeon. Then, too, 
great assistance was rendered by 
Simon Morett, one of the largest cattle 
men of the island. 

Having decided upon his line of work, 
Major Ames established his headquar- 
ters at Coama Baths,‘ and a vaccine 
farm about two miles away. Mr. Mo- 
rett was the chief in securing the young 
cattle, ranging from 6 months to 1 1-2 
years old, and about 1800 head com- 
prised the farm. 

The work was then divided into four 
groups. Dr. Richard Wilson of Phila- 
delphia, acting assistant surgeon, was 
in charge at the Baths, which , was 
made the distributing station. At the 
farm Dr. Timothy Leary of Waltham, 
acting assistant surgeon, had charge of 
testing the cattle for tuberculosis and 
glanders. The same test was employed 
as that used by the cattle commission 
in 'this state several years ago. The 
test showed an almost pure herd, less 
than 5 per cent showing symptoms of 
either disease. The cattle were then 
numbered and pastured, awaiting vac- 
cination. 

The vacination group was in charge 
of Dr. William R. Kirk of Louisville, 
acting assistant surgeon, who caused 
about 46 -te-be-put-on-each 
animal, when another pasture was used. 
At the end of four or five days the ani- 
mals were inspected, previous to the 
taking of virus. 

This later work was if charge: of. Dr. 
L. L. Gilman of Boston, acting assist- 
ant surgeon, The points were also 
charged under his direction, the num- 
ber ranging from 25,000 to 27,000 per day. 
So thorough was the work that a com- 
plete record showed from what animal 
each person was vacinated, and who 
handled the virus at intermediate 
stages. 

From Dr. Gilman the charged points 
were sent to the five distributing sta- 
tions, as follows: Ponce, in charge of 
Major Ames; Mayaguez, in charge of 
Captain Reynolds; San Juan, in charge 
of Captain Reynolds; Guama, in charge 
of Major Egan, and Arecibo, in charge 
of Major Groff. Each distributing point 
employed about 20 men, and by the 
middle of February the work began in 
earnest. 

The larger places were visited first by 
the detachments of physicians and hos- 
pital stewards, and General Henry’s or- 
der that every person in the island must 
be'vaccinaited was carried into effect to 
thé letter. The result was at once ap- 
parent. The disease was not, only 
checked, but new cases were few. The 
work once begun was not stopped until 
every person on the istand had been in- 
o¢ulated, the number reaching in some 
inStances 25,000 a day, and aggregating 
about 1,000,000 in four months. The re- 
sults were gratifying to those who had 
the conduct of the island in charge, as 
in about 86 per cent of the patients 
tréated the results were good. The 
vaccination was followed by an inspec- 
tion, and where the virus failed the first 
tlme a second inoculation was made. 
Even in ‘thé Sixth immunes, who failed 
to respond to the government virus, the 
fresh virus proved effective. Major 
Ames had as'‘complete an outfit for the 
work as could be obtained, and with an 
experienced corps of operators, both in 
the field and at the farm, all traces of 
the disease Was Stamped out, and the 
final work of immuning the inhabitants 
of the island was finished but a few 
Weeks ago. 


The West Virginia ‘‘Soup.” 
~-“PARKERSBURG, W. Va., July 29— 


A novel custom, Started in the days of 
the civil war, prevails in the eastern 
part of this state. At Shepardstown 
they have a picnic called “soups.’’ Each 
pérson invited brings a dressed chicken, 
the host providing the vegetables. Poul- 
try and vegetables are placéd in large 
kettles holding from ten to twenty gal- 
lons, and the combination is cooked 
over open fires for several hours, or un- 
til it is reduced to a jelly. Pepper and 
other seasonings are introduced. 

The girls and young fellows stir the 
soup with long-handled iron spagns, 
keeping up a march or walk around the 
kettles as they do so. When a girl's 
spoon clicks against the spoon of a 
young man he is at liberty to catch and 
kiss her. Of course, there are many 
lively skirmishes and a great deal of 
fun in the game. When the soup is 
done, it is ladled out into plates and 
eaten. It is said to be delicious. 

The custom owes its origin to a com- 


yany of Stonewall Jackson’s men who 
were recruited in that part of the 
} state. 


These exConfeds keep up their organ- 
ization. They have a reunion once a 
year, at which they celebrate with a 
grand ‘‘soup.’ 

It is said that a “soup” properly gotten 


j}up should be made of stolen chickens, 


but the veterans had to give up forag- 
ing after the war and inake a compro- 
mise by going around in squads, and 
robbing each each othet’s roosts by 
mutual understanding.

Home Burned. 


Close upon half a century Mr, and 
Mrs. Dane Foster have dwelt near the 
east shore of Cochicewick lake in North 
Andover and the venerable couple were 
looking forward to» peacefully ending 
their days.in the old farm house. 

The violéhce of Wednesday's thunder 
shower has now disturbed these calcu- 
lations and nécessitated dther plans for 
the future, for about 4.30 o’clock in the 
afternoon ligtning destroyed the group 
of farm buildings and within an hour 
and a half only smoking ruins designa- 
ted the site of the dwelling and barn, 
Close following upon a reverberating 
peal of thunder Miss Foster called to her 
grandmother -that shingles had been 


torn from the barn roof. Mrs. Albert D, 


Foster who had been making things se- 
cure in the chamber of the main dwell- 
ing heard the child’s report and de- 
scending'ran through the intervening 
carriage house to the barn and found 
the haymow in the southeast corner of 
the barn ablaze. Ina few moments the 
interior of the structure was roaring 
like a furnace. Neighbors who were 
watching the progress of the shower 
Saw the smoke and Moses Salisbury of 
Urla Villa and Richard Russell of Lake 
view farm, H. M. Whittier with such 
farm hands as could be hastily sum- 
moned were soon on hand and seeing 
that nothing could be saved from the 
barn turned their efforts toward secur- 
ing the household effects. Within a 
half-hour the house had taken fire upon 
the south side and all efforts to stay the 
blaze failed and the dwelling was razed, 


not however, before most of the house- 
hold goods were removed. way 

The lightning first struck and shat- 
tered a large ash tree south of the 
house and then entered,the barn. 

The sét of buildings valued at about 
$2000 included a.2-story house 20x30 feet 
with a _ 2-story ell 12x14 feet and a 
second ell of one story 15x20 feet. The 
barn was about 18x12 feet and contained 
two carriages, hay and other personal 
property to the value of about $700 
which was a total loss. 

Mr. Salisbury who was observing the 
action of the storm noticed three dis- 
tinct flashes or shocks and for a mo- 
ment thought one of the large. trees 
south of the porch had been struck. He 
himself was dazed for a moment by the 
effect of the lightning play. Looking 
forth. ax moment later.the ascending 
smoke revealed what had happened. An 
effort was made to summon the firemen 
but the telephone failed to be of service 
at the time. It wf8 about 5.45 when the 
news reached the parish and a run 0! 
four or more miles with cumbersome or 
antiquated equipment after the fire had 
expended itself could hardly be of profit 
except as‘a matter of exercise fl 
horses and men, The unfortunate fam'- 
lies were duly appreciative of the kind 
ness of their neighbors.
